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DETAILED ACTION 

Allowable Subject Matter 

The following is a statement of reasons for the indication of allowable subject matter: 

Regarding claims 1-7,1 1,14,16,18,19 and 22-24: 

The primary reason for the allowance of claims 1,14 and 23 is the inclusion of: 
an inter-integrated circuit (I2C) based bus for providing communication between said 
BMC and said digital voltage adjuster. It is this/these features found in the claim(s), as 
they are claimed in the combination that has not been found, taught or suggested by the 
prior art of record, which makes this/these claim(s) allowable over the prior art. 

The primary reason for the allowance of claim 1 9 is the inclusion of the method 
steps of: an inter-integrated circuit (I2C) based bus for providing communication 
between said BMC and said digital voltage adjuster. It is this/these features found in the 
claim(s), as they are claimed in the combination that has not been found, taught or 
suggested by the prior art of record, which makes this/these claim(s) allowable over the 
prior art. 

Claims 2-7,11-13 & 28 are allowed due to their dependency on claim 1. 
Claims 17-18 & 29 are allowed due to their dependency on claim 14. 
Claims 22 &30 are allowed due to their dependency on claim 19. 
Claims 24 &26 are allowed due to their dependency on claim 23.
